rpllE LATEST “ interpretation” of the Ohio 
State speaker-screening rule by the board 
of trustees and President Bevis sounds like 
a recantation. 
Responsibility for selecting speakers now 
has been tossed back to members of the fac­ 
ulty. If they have doubts, these can be shared 
with President Bevis, but otherwise the season 
is open, the same as before. 
It was a question from the instant the 
trustees asserted their decision to make Dr. 
Bevis responsible for the character of speak­ 
ers on the campus whether over-excited teach­ 
ers and professional bleeders for academic 
freedom would be able to make the trustees 
back down. They were up against a powerful 
lobby—vastly more powerful than any lobby 
whjch ever asserted itself on the other side 
of this ticklish issue. 
And there should be no mistake about the 
issue. 
It is whether professional educators 
can be made answerable to the public for what 
they teach, or whether they are a law unto 
themselves and can teach anything they 
please. 
It is whether or not tax - supported 
schools, if they happened to be dominated by 
teachers who want to overthrow the society 
in which they live could be turned into forms 
of revolution. 
The Ohio State trustees, challenged to as­ 
sert themselves on that proposition, ordered 
the president of Ohio State to accept respon­ 
sibility for the type of speakers using the 
Ohio State campus. 
The issue was joined. 
The trustees’ order was interpreted and re­ 
interpreted. 
Now it has been interpreted in 
a way which, barring further interpretation, 
can mean only that the trustees, having 
marched up the hill, have marched back down 
again for reasons which had better not be left 
to the immagination. 


Someone Mention Morals? 
WHETHER OR NOT the Senate investigators 
who held hearings on the Taft - Ferguson 
campaign in Ohio issue a report, organized 
labor obviously intends to continue its smear 
campaign against Senator Taft. 
The union line being followed by C.I.O. 
and laid down officially for A.F.L. is that 
Senator Taft and his friends are immoral 
because they put on an aggressive campaign 
in 1950 and thereby beat J oe Ferguson. 
The bulk of their immorality can be traced 
to the undeniable fact that it took mopey to 
offset the joint spending of C.I.O., the national 
and state Democratic organizations and what­ 
ever other organizations were interested in 
beating Taft. 
In other words, it is politically immoral 
to try to fight on even terms with the coalition 
which has been in control of Washington since 
the early Thirties. 
Since this curious view­ 
point is certain to bob up in the national elec­ 
tion in 1952, its significance should be grasped 
now. 
There simply is no place in the coalition’s 
thinking for two-party government. The op­ 
position is intolerable interference with the 
plans of the government in power, even when 
the government in power offers voters a can­ 
didate with no visible qualifications. 


On The Brink Of A Discovery 
/'ANE OF THE ablest of high-echelon union 
executives, David J . McDonald of United 
Steel Workers, made a significant statement 
to a convention of C I O. delegates in Cleve­ 
land last week. 
McDonald said the Taft-Ferguson cam­ 
paign in Ohio had taught C.I.O. political 
strategists that their ideas about influencing 
people were wrong. Then he pointed out that 
90 per cent of Americans think of themselves 
as being in the middle class. In other words, 
they don’t get the hang of the kind of pro­ 
letarian politics imported from the old world. 
They are not interested in class warfare. 
If Mr. McDonald has thought this thing 
through, he is on the brink of a discovery. 
Class warfare in the old world was inevit­ 
able. People who thought like Karl Marx, 
because they knew no other way to think, 
would be dumfounded by the classlessness of 
the united States. They would think this was 
heaven.
